JERUSALEM, April 4—(/)— 
Christians knelt in prayer, Jews 
bowed their heads in solemn Pass- 
over rites and Moslems worshiped 


‘at the shrine of the prophet Moses 


'Friday in this ancient Holy Land, 
sacred to all three religions. 

Some 15,000 worshipers of Jesus 
in the 
traditional garb of the desert and 
in modern dress—prayed before 14 
altars. representing incidents .- in 
Jesus’ path of agony to Calvary 
Hill. 

Hard by, nearly 15,000 Moslems 
prayed in their mosque in Haram 
Esh Sharif, and then set out on 
their long annual pilgrimage to 
Nebi Musa in commemoration of 


‘the death of the Jewish prophet | 
'Moses, believed to be buried near 


Jericho. The Moslems believe God 
handed the law to Moses and the 
gospel to Jesus. 

At sunset Jerusalem’s Jews by 


ithe thousands visited the Wailing 
‘Wall to pray. The wall, a tower- | 


ing barrier between the Moslem 
mosque area and the Jewish quar- 
ters of the old city, will be the 
scene of daily prayers during the 
eight-day Passover observance 
which began Friday night with 
the traditional Seder feasts com- 
memorating the exodus of the 
Jews from Egypt nearly 4,000 
years ago. 

Like the Moslems, the Jews in 
this season are doing honor to the 
prophet Moses, The Seder feasts 
feature ceremonial foods and cus- 
toms to recall the suffering of 
Moses and his followers. It is the 


‘most ancient of the religious cere- 
/ monies 


celebrated in the Holy 
City. 

The Christian observance of 
Good Friday began at a place 
which is presumed to be the site 
of the Roman fortress where Jesus 
was condemned by Pontius Pilate. 
A British police station stands 
there now, 


Four separate groups—one of, 


them composed almost entirely of 
rifle- bearing British soldiers — 
made the journey along the Via 
Dolorosa (The Way of Sorrows 
to the last of the 14 altars, where 
Jesus’ body was placed in. the 
sepulchre. Catholic priests led 
the slow march, 

Friday night the Christian serv- 
ices included the re-enactment of 
a scene of 2,000 years ago, when 
Joseph and Nicodemus removed 
Jesus’ body from the cross, 
wrapped their Lord in a shre 
and placed Him in the tomb. This 
ceremony began on Calvary Hill, 
inside the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, where there are altars 
at the holy places mentioned in 
the New Testament account of the 
Crucifixion. The celebrants then 
went to the lower level of the 
church, where an altar represents 
the Rock of Anointme! Up 
which Jesus was laid to be wrap- 
ped in His shrouds. The ceremony 
ended at the site of the tomb.
